The admiral accordingly was aak«*d 
to take the stand. 
It was a turn In 
the proceedings for which apparently 
neither the members of the court, its 
officers nor the spe* tators were pre­ 
pared and a murmur «of surprise was 
heard on ail sides.

A BANNER VEAR. 


lumbering Yften Think That This Tear 


Will be Record Breaker in History 


Of Pine Manufacture. 


The probability that this will be a 
banner year, in fact a record year, in 
the history of pine manufacture in 
the state of Minnesota, is being freely 
predicted by the lumbermen of the 
state. 
During tile past season there 
has been greater mill capacity than 
ever before and with but few excep­ 
tions, the mills have been running I 
steadily to their full capacities. 
The 
only delays noted were at Duluth ] 
and at Cloquet at the very begin­ 
ning of the season. 
The summer 
has been more favorable for the man­ 
ufacturers than last season, for the 
reason that there hasbeen no trouble 
experienced in keeping the supply of 
logs at least normal, if not in excess 
of the demand. 
The 'situation is 
pretty 
well J 
known and the big increase of the | 
lumber business at the head of the 
lakes this year over previous seasons ! 
is a matter of record. 
The Minneapolis mill men are also 
jubilant over the figures in that dis­ 
trict. in fact. 
they are predicting 
that the increased output in the M in­ 
neapolis district will exceed that of 
of any other district in Minnesota. 
They hold that if the increased pro­ 
duction is recorded for the entire 
state. 
Minnesota will undoubtedly 
take the lead 
in lumber production 
this year. 
To those who are concerned over 
such matters the query may have 
often arisen as to how long this big 
output of lumber can be continued, 
and some of tile well known local 
manufacturers have expressed their 
opinion that the present year has 
marked the top notch in tilt* business 
and that from now on it will decline 
because of the decreasing supply of 
available pine in the Duluth district. 
All the lumbermen, if asked, w ilt say 
that only a few 
years 
more 
of 
the 
very 
large product 
remain. 
There is said to be a possibility 
if the Indian reservations are thrown 
open all at once to the loggers, all 
previous records would tie liable to 
be smashed. 
While new mills are being built 
and the capacity of others increased, 
there are other mills that ar** being 
steadily cut off from their timber 
supplies and in a few years it is fig­ 
ured that the bulk of the product 
will go to comparatively few big in­ 
stitutions that have supplied .them­ 
selves with heavy bodies of standing 
timber. 
It is worthy of more than 
passing notice that the largest esti­ 
mate placed on the cutting of any 
mill in the Northwest does not ex- j 
ceed fifteen years.
